Russian 
front, running from the Baltic in the 
north to Bessarabia in the south, a 
distance of nearly I,OIH) miles, is be­ 
ing subjected to violent attacks by 
the Germans and Austrians and in 
places has, according to the Gentian 
Ollie tai report, been pierced. 
In the Baltic provinces General von 
Buelow, who is using large fortes of 
cavalry, has crossed the Wlndau riv­ 
er and is moving toward Riga. 
In the 
Przssnysz district Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg, who is m aking his fourth 
attem pt to reach W arsaw, has twice 
broken the Russian lines and com­ 
pelled the defenders to retire toward 
the Narew river. 
In Southern Poland, after a period 
of inactivity, Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen is again on the move and claims 
to have captured some Russian ad­ 
vanced positions which stood between 
him and his objective, the Lublin- 
Cholm railway. 
Simultaneously with these attacks, 
which are the main ones, the Austro- 
German arm ies are on tho offensive 
west of the Vistula river, in Central 
Poland, and along the Dniester river 
in Galicia.

drive 
through W estern Galicia the Russians 
are fighting stubbornly and on occa­ 
sions are turning and delivering vi­ 
cious blows at their opponents.

w hether they will be able to hold 
their present line Is problematical.

having to evacuate W arsaw, which is 
threatened by von Hindenburg in the

The possibility of a further retreat, 
however, Is being calmly considered 
In Russia, where the old theory that 
the further the enemy Is drawn Into 
the country the worse It is for him, 
buoys up their hopes of final victory. 
For the present, Berlin Is the only 
capital celebrating and again 
H eld 
Marshal von Hindenbusg, whose suc­ 
cess iii the Prxannysz district is tho 
cause of it, is being lauded. 
With the enorm ous num ber of Ger­ 
man troops being used for the offen­ 
sive In the east-—the greatest move­ 
m ent of the kind ever undertaken In 
the history of war—the military crit­ 
ics here do not look for any events 
of 
outstanding 
im portance 
In 
the 
west for some tim e to come. 
The official report Issued show that 
thus far, at any rate, no im portant 
move has been undertaken by either 
side. 
T here have been artillery en­ 
gagem ents all along the front and a 
few infantry attacks, but they were 
infinitesimal In com parison with the 
operations in the east. 
Unofficial reports continue to refer 
to the fighting on the Gallipoli penin­ 
sula. but these reports are not con­ 
firmed by the headquarters concern­ 
ed. 
News from that district Is anx­ 
iously awaited, as the effort to clear 
the peninsula of the T urks is about 
due.

Metz at Mercy 
of the French

W ith the French army 
at 
the 
Front, June 28 (By mail 
to 
New 
Y ork)— Any (lay the French select 
they can shell the very heart of Metz 
into a rubbish-heap. 
And 
if 
they 
have thus far refrained from do!in; 
so it is because they do not care to 
pound a town or city to pieces w ith­ 
out either rhyme or reason. 
I myself have just seen Mtez. 
I 
saw the traffic city of Loraine, the 
city which 
Marshall 
Bazalne 
eo 
strangely surrendered to the P rus­ 
sians In 1870. from the crest of a 650 
foot hill, a part of the present French 
battle-line. 
Til rough glasses the fa­ 
mous fifteenth century cathedral, as 
well aa the other houses of the city, 
were plainly visible, for the day was 
fairly clear and the mighty fortress 
was but some 11 miles away. 
Fourteen miles are a short distance 
in this day of big, long-range howit­ 
z e r , and the French art; amply pro­ 
vided with artillery capable of con­ 
siderably greater distance than that. 
After the Germans had deliberate 
ly dropped shells of great calibre In­ 
to Dunkirk shooting 
from 
behind 
their lines some 25 or 30 miles away 
and killing many non-combatants the 
French fired a few shells not upon 
Metz, the city, but the forts of Metz 
just by way of saying: 
“ We, too, can Indulge In long-dis­ 
tance artillery practice lf we care to. 
However, we refuse to endanger the 
lives of civilians uselessly.” 
From a thickly beposled valley of 
French Lorraine literally knee-deep 
in buttercups and black-eyed-susb 
we began the climb to the summit or 
this mountalnette which rises abrupt­ 
ly from the plain and does not slop 
until Bs head Is far above the su r­ 
rounding countryside. 
Now 
nnd 
then 
practically every day 
shells 
follow its contour a hundred feet or 
so above the surface and drop Into 
the town of Pont-a-Moussen, now on 
its way to its two-hundredth bom­ 
bardment by the Germans since the 
commencement 
of 
the 
war. 
Its 
slopes are under cultivation 
even 
now and as we tolled upwards, we 
passed an old man and 
a 
woman, 
probably his daughter or daughter- 
in-law (husband 
In the 
army, 
of 
course) taking car* of the grapevines 
which are to yield, 
German 
shells 3 
perm itting, their quota of the lovely 
& 
pinkish and most palatable liquid, I 
the "rose wine of Lorraine.” 
J jfr 
At the top of the hill is a cluster! 
of houses dating perhaps from the J jr 


rounded by a series of fortifications 
said to be among the strongest in the 
world. 
Many times beselged hut ced­ 
ed lo France by treaty In 1648, M ar­ 
shal Bazaine allowed himself to be 
penned up there In 1870 with about 
half the entire 
French 
army. 
Ile 
made 
several 
attem pts 
to 
break 
through the Prussian lines and at 
times seemed to be successful, 
yet, 
for some mysterious reason, he Invar­ 
iably fell back into the city. 
Some 
say he sold out to the enemy: some 
claim he had political ambitions and 
hoped, 
after 
Germany 
defeated 
France, he might, with his army still 
intact, impose his will on his coun­ 
try; others say there was a woman in 
the case; but the truth very probab­ 
ly will never be known. 
His surren­ 
der of Metz, for w hatever reason, was 
a terrible blow to France and for­ 
tress has remained a constant men­ 
ace. 
T hat France should want it 
hack is only natural. 
Will she get it hack? 
The Ger­ 
mans themselves have proved that 
modern foils cannot hold out against 
modern guns. 
It is an open secret 
that France lias guns quite as pow­ 
erful as the ones 
which 
pounded 
Liege, Nam ur and Antwerp into sub­ 
mission. 
She will use them when 
the time comes.

It is a strange fuel that the state of 
Michigan, in which more than 75 i**r 
cent of the world's automobiles un 
manufactured, has some of the poorest 
roads in the whole country. 
The fact 
that a large i»ortiou of the state is low 
lying and that a nut ber large portion of 
it is sandy accounts for this to u large 
extent. 
, 
The country in w hich Michigan's inc 
tropolis, Detroit, is situated bud until 
recently notoriously bud roads. 
This 
was due to the swampy nature of the 
section, which, geologists tell us, was 
formerly the bed of a great inland sea. 
Time after time a p p a ls were made 
to the automobile manufacturer)* to ald 
in the good roads movements in vnri 
ous sections, but most of them have 
been ignored for two reasons first, a 
natural disinclination to pay out their 
own money for the general good even 
though it was conceded that the auto 
mobile profits very largely by good 
roads, and, second, because tho unto 
mobile manufacturers maintained that 
their support for good roads really 
served to prejudice the farm ers—who 
are, in fact, the greatest beneficiaries— 
against the movement. 
Your old time farmer was liable to 
jump to the conclusion that if it bene­ 
fits some one, else it must necessarily 


injure bim. 
So Bi Ids early hatred of 
the automobile ho condemned any good 
roads movement. 
Of biti* the farmer has been the most 
enthusiastic user of the automobile nnd | 
also of the motor truck. 
Incidentally 
In* has found that a strip of good road 
from Ids farm to the city not only en 
aisled him to transport Ids farm prod­ 
uct* to flu* market at tx great saving of 
time, but means great saving of equip 
meat horses, wagons, harness, etc. 
It is difficult to realize now that the 
farmer didn't appreciate the tremet) 
dons expense lie Incurred by hauling 
heavy roads over rutty, rocky, muddy 
roads. 
Iii* wore Ids horses out In half 
their normal life, nnd Ids wagon and 
harness equipment lasted even less 
than that length of time; also lie has 
to use a milch heavier equipment than 
is necessary on good roads, with the 
consequent 
greater 
deterioration 
of 
horseflesh. . 
With the building of n few sections 
of good roads around Detroit caille an 
appreciation of them on the |v<i't of 
farmers as welt as motorists, and now 
there Is an Insistent demand for more 
of them.

They Pull More Easily T h a n Narrow 
Ones and Make Better Track*. 
“Wide tired wagons pull more easily 
than narrow tired ones PO per cent of 
tho times when they are used,” says 
F. A. Wirt, Instructor in farm mechan­ 
ics iii the Kansas State Agricultural 
college. 
Professor Wirt has Just com­ 
pleted experiment)* with wide and with 
unrrow tired wagons. 
Narrow tires pull harder than wide 
tires, says Professor Wirt, because the 
narrow tire cuts deeper into the top 
soil. 
The wide tire does not cut so 
deep and makes a better track on roads 
which are traveled while the ground 
Is soft. 
The wide tire packs the sur 
face Into a finn roadbed. 
The experiments show that in corn 
fields, plowed fields, field lanes and on 
pasture and alfalfa land the draft on 
tho wide tire is considerably less, no 
matter what tho condition of the soil. 
I ii places where the mud Is deep and 
rolls up on the wheels in ruts made by 
narrow w heels, or in u surface of mud 
with ii hard ground beneath, the nar­ 
row tire will pull more easily. 
The 
narrow wheel tits tho rut, oh tho hard 
bottom of which It runs, and it collects 
less mud than the wide tire. 
Width of tire and height of 
have a great effect uihju the 
The usual width of the narrow 
one and three-fourths inches, 
the wide tire is usually three or four 
Inches wide. 
The tires used in the 
tests were one and three-fourths and 
four Inches wide respectively. 
Six 
Inch wheels are used only on low 
trucks. 
A fanner who can afford oi#.v one 
wagon will find many factors entering 
into Ills selection, 
if he has to go 
oil the roads in all kinds of weather 
he will find the narrow tires better 
because they will collect less mud 
when the roads are bad. On the other 
band, If Jie goes only when the roads 
are good or uses the wagon in the 
fields a great den) he will find the 
w ide tire will lie preferred because of 
the lighter draft and less damage to 
the fields. 
One of the main points in favor of 
the wide tires is that their use greatly 
Improves the roadbed, as they will 
puck the top soil, making the roadbed 
firm, and thus enabling it to drain 
well lit time of rain. 
The wide tire 
will not cut up the meadow or field us 
does the narrow tire. 
This is also Im­ 
portant, as a smooth surface in the 
meadow' is much easier to mow' over.

Road Work For Prisoner* Is Success­ 
ful Both From a Humanitarian and 
From an Economic Standpoint— No 
Guards Are Used In Colorado, but 
Few Convicts Have Tried to Escape. 


At the fourth American road con­ 
gress at Atlanta last November there 
wns a too brief discussion of the em­ 
ployment of convicts on public roads. 
But since the participants gave actual 
ex|>eriche© rather than untried theories 
we may overlook the lack of some de­ 
tails, says tho National .Stockman and 
Former, 
Two objects are iii view In the work­ 
ing of convicts on roads—tho welfare 
of the men mid the Improvement of 
the highways. 
Experience shows that 
both objects are attained, but that read 
work Is a greater success from the hu­ 
man it a ria ii than from the economic 
standpoint. 
The effect on the prisoners is good 
lioth physically and morally. 
Their 
work is wholesome, in tho open air. 
They are taught to work and are re­ 
warded for faithfulness by a small 
sum of money which Is available when 
their sentence expires or by a reduc­ 
tion of their term of imprisonment. 
They are trained In cleanliness and 
sanitation, and, above all, they are 
made to feel that they are men by be­ 
ing trash®.

The average citizen Is 
“able to see for himself that very few 
of the convicts are dangerous and that 
many of them, if given a chanco, will 
make good citizens.”

Many prisoners ar© employed by con 
tractors or fanners at tile expiration 
of their term and thus kept away from 
their obi haunts aud associates. 
In a 
word, there is no question nlxmt the 
moral, mental and physical laments of 
nuid work aa the convicts and Inci­ 
dentally a WI ter attitude toward them 
ou the part of the public. 
Absolutely <*©rrect analysts of the 
economic side of the movement la im­ 
possible from the data presented. Com 
mDstoner Coleman states that it cost 
last year Bl cents per ten hour day to 
feed, guard find otherwise provide for 
the convict bittor on roads. 
It would cost something to provide 
for tiles,* men in idleness, and the to 
tat should nut lie charged t*» the roads. 
in Colorado experience shows a saving 
of about 25 per cent over free labor, 
al) things considered. 
Mr. Atkinson of 
Louisiana estimates Hie total cost of 
prisoners on roads, including supervi­ 
sion, at 41 cents i»er day. 
Mr. Morgan of Utah made no esti­ 
mates except a saving of $1,500 to $2,- 
IMM a rn!lo on roads built with convict 
labor. 
Such experience given by men 
in charge of the prisoners and tin* roads 
Is worth a volume of theories about a 
great problem, but it also sustains the 
theory that convicts should build roads.
